As of 1 August 1950 the railroad line between Haskovo and Momchilprad is 
being guarded by & special detachmont of militiamen chosen especially for this 
purpose, This detachment was recruited from emong trusted people and none of 
the personnel was dram from existing militia detachments. The mombers of the 
special group receive a salary of 12,000 leva per month in addition to their 
food, They guard the right-ofsway and all tumels and bridges. The stations 
remain under the jurisdiction of the old militia formations. ach bridge 

and tunnel is guarded by three men armed with sub-machine guns and hand 
grenades, 
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
